The Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Eagle, met in 
annual session in Golden Eagle Hall, Court Street, Reading, 
Pa., on Tuesday morning, October 13, 1896, at 11.30 o’clock. 


At 10.30 o’clock the Supreme Castle Officers, Representa- 
tives and members of the Supreme Castle were met at the 
Mansion House, the headquarters of the Supreme Castle, by 
the General Committee of Arrangements, headed by the Ger- 
mania Band, and escorted to the Auditorium. 


Past Grand Chief Jenkin Hill presided, and introduced 
His Honor, the Mayor of the city of Reading, Sir Knight 
Jacob Weidel, who, on behalf of the municipal authorities 
and the citizens, tendered to the members of the Supreme 
Castle the freedom of the city in the following address: 


Broruer Kyieurs:—The city of Reading is honoring itself 
in welcoming so distinguished a body of men as the Knights 
of the Golden Eagle. Reading is famous for its hospitality, 
and extends to you a warm welcome, a thrice hearty welcome, 
to our city. Many Orders have visited us, but none have been 
more welcome. We are proud of our city and its varied in- 
dustries. Her fame as a manufacturing city is world wide. 

Few cities are more beautifully located; her mountains and 
rivers abound in matchless scenery, and its people are always 
glad to have an opportunity of entertaining strangers. 

You are many times welcome, because our people know 
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your Order. Hundreds of our best citizens are enrolled in its 
membership and are upholding the lofty principles taught. 
The good done here by Reading’s Castles is not to be estimated 
in cold figures. Its influence has always been on the right 
side. No Order stands in higher esteem among our people. 

I am proud to tell you that I am a Knight of the Golden 
Eagle, and, although a new recruit, I heartily appreciate the 
worth of its organization, and regard it as one of the grandest 
Orders in the country, and I hope that I may long live in its 
fellowship. 


Past Grand Chief Hill then welcomed the Supreme Castle 
on behalf of the Local Committee in the following address: 


Supreme Chief, Officers and Members 
of the Supreme Castle. 
Compantons, Str Kyicurs, Lapres anp GENTLEMEN:— 
Twenty-one years ago the Supreme Chief granted a char- 
ter for the establishment of Castle No. 1, in the city — 
of Philadelphia; for some ten years the Order was prac- 
tically confined to that city; however, the seed was sown, 
and began to move up the great Schuylkill Valley. Nor- 
ristown planted the banner of Fidelity, Valor and Honor; 
passing the old historic spot, Valley Forge, “the Valley 
of the Shadow of Death,’ Phoenixville, Pottstown and 
Reading each in turn made application for charters, and were 
granted the same. In 1885 Reading Castle was instituted, 
and to-day we take this, the first, opportunity to personally 
express our gratitude to your honorable body for the con- 
fidence you bestowed in our people, and we are therefore en- 
abled to boast of, in addition to Reading, Pastorius, the first 
German Castle workiig under the German ritual in the 
world; Mt. Penn, which was instituted with 168 Sir Knights; 
Sirius Castle, which it was my privilege to obligate with less 
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than three dozen members, and to-day she is the brightest 
star in the galaxy of bright Castles in this jurisdiction, she 
having a membership of upwards of four hundred; Fraternity 
Castle, which from the time of her institution has moved for- 
ward and upward; Neversink Castle, Neversink in name, and 
she never can sink; Victory also has been victorious; Wisdom, 
one of our baby Castles, is growing in stature and strength; 
Veteran Castle, No. 481, the first veteran Castle in the world, 
is also located here. These, with the three great Commande- 
ries of our city, and the Columbian, St. Bernard, Lady Bayard, 
and Veteran Temples, have requested me, in behalf of these 
our jewels, to welcome you to our beautiful city to legislate 
in behalf of our beloved Order, and I most cordially do so, and, 
trusting that your stay with us shall be an agreeable one, and, 
praying that He who has given you safe guidance to our city 
may also guide you safely back again to your various jurisdic- 
tions with the most agreeable impressions of our city and hos- 
pitality, again I say to you, thrice welcome to our beautiful 
city. 


Past Grand Chief C. B. Wood, of Pennsylvania, then made 
the following address on behalf of the Committee of Reception 
of the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania: 

Sir Kyreuts snp Brorners:—I have been honored by the 
Grand Castle of Pennsylvania in being appointed Chairman 
of the Committee on Reception to the Supreme Castle. As 
the representative of 501 Castles it is a pleasant duty to me to 
convey to the members of the Supreme Castle the most fra- 
ternal and hearty welcome from 42,000 Golden Eagle 
knights. Your visit to the Keystone State is made at an op- 
portune time. You are here to rejoice with us on the attain- 
ment of our twenty-first birthday, and, as our governing body, 
you will share our joy and feel proud that our mission is no 
longer to be regarded as a scheme of doubtful success. Our 
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plans of operation are matured. Our aims and objects are de- 
termined. Obstacles have yielded to our exertions, and suc- 
cess has been accomplished. The handful of corn sown 
twenty-one years ago by Brother Ilgenfritz has grown and be- 
come as the cedars of Lebanon. Our success is in a great ex- 
tent due to your wise legislation, and we pray for its contin- 
uance. We are twenty-one vears of age, but we were married 
before we had attained our majority, and the Ladies of the 
Golden Eagle join us in thanking you for that legislation 
which brought about that union which is to-day increasing 
our fraternal strength; therefore, it is not surprising that they 
are as enthusiastic over your coming as we are ourselves. It 
is a gratification to know that our God has spared our founders 
and early workers, many of whom are with us to-day. Our 
welcome is, therefore, mingled with our congratulations. 
Again I echo the hearty weleome of 42,000 loyal and true 
Golden Eagle knights of Pennsylvania. 


Supreme Chief A. C. Lyttle was unable to respond to this 
welcome owing to a severe cold, and delegated Past Grand 
Chief E. V. Moore, of Ohio, to speak in his stead. 


P. G. C. Moore responded and accepted the words of wel- 
come of the Mayor in behalf of the citizens of Reading. From — 
Maine to the Pacific, Pennsylvania was conceded to be the 
home of the great Order, for here were enrolled 42,000 stal- 
wart men in the cause of true knighthood, and surely in the 
grand Keystone State there is no city where Golden Eagles 
have a wider influence, a more prosperous and intelligent 
membership, or more ready to welcome the Supreme Castle. 
Permit me, in the name of the visiting Sir Knights, to‘thank 
you for this hearty weleome. 


At 11.10 o’clock the reception closed, and the members pro- 
ceeded to the Knights of the Golden Eagle Hall on Court 
Street.

The Supreme Castle was opened in due form. 


The Supreme Chief, in accordance with the requirements 
of Article V., Section 1, of the Constitution, appointed the 
following Committee on Credentials: P. G. C. Highley, of 
New Jersey; P. G. C. Maccubbin, of Maryland, and P. G. C. 
Trowbridge, of Connecticut. 
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Supreme Chief Lyttle appointed P. 8S. C. Rowand and P. 
G. C. Wood, of Pennsylvania, as a committee to furnish in- 
formation to the press. 


P. S. C. Rowand, of Pennsylvania, moved that inasmuch 
as the minutes of the previous annual session had been printed 
and distributed, they be approved as printed, and the motion 
was adopted. 


P. S. C. Barnes, of Pennsylvania, called attention to the re- 
solution adopted at the last annual session about members of 
the Supreme Castle wearing the uniform of the Order while 
attending its sessions, and the Supreme Chief ruled that it 
meant while on parade. 


The annual reports of Supreme Chief A. C. Lyttle, Su- 
preme Master of Records William Culbertson, Supreme 
Keeper of Exchequer Timothy McCarthy, the Committee on 
Finance and Mileage, Committee on Law, Committee on Ap- 
peals and Grievances, Committee on.

REPORT OF THE SUPREME CHIEF. 


READING, PA., October 13th, 1896. 


To the Officers and Members of the 
Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Eagle: 


DEAR BRETHERN:—Another year has gone by: another page of 
history has been written, and we again assemble in annual session 
to deliberate and legislate, let us hope, for the very best interests 
of our beloved Order. We meet to review the past and to provide 
for the future, which stands out before us; let our earnest prayer 
be that we may be so guided in our deliberations that all our actions 
may be fully in accord with the teachings of our Order, and the 
solemn obligations we have assumed around her altars, keeping 
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before us the fact that we are brethren united in a holy cause. On 
entering upon the duties of Supreme Chief, one year ago, I felt the 
weight of responsibility assumed. I have endeavored, during the 
year, to discharge the duties of the office to the best of my ability. 
I may have made some errors, and invited criticism. I have tried’ 
to be honest in the administration of the post, and I assure you that 
I had no other object in view than to advance the best interests of 
the Order. To what extent I have succeeded, I leave to your good 
judgment, and shall abide by your decisions, and will only add, that 
“to err is human, to forgive divine.”

VISITATIONS. 


I have been permitted to visit several States and Grand Castle ses-- 
sions, and wherever I have gone I have been most cordially re- 
ceived and kindly entertained by the membership, and have formed 
new acquaintances of the most friendly kind, the memory of which 
will live until time shall be no more. I have endeavored, as best I 
know how, to present the Order and its beauty in such a manner 
as would draw the people to it. Seed has been sown that I feel sure 
will bring a good harvest. Owing to the depression in business, I 
found the same trouble as my predecessor in founding new Castles, 
and yet the record will show that we are still moving forward. 

I have, during the year, visited Maryland, Pennsylvania, Wiscon- 
sin, West Virginia, Kentucky, New Jersey, Delaware, Connecticut 
and Massachusetts. I have also visited a number of Castles and 
Temples. I was also present at the Grand Temple sessions of Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey and Ohio. I find in all of these States a desire 
to push forward the interests of the Order, and feel sure they will 
all succeed. 

On November 30, 1895, after consulting with a number of the mem- 
bers of the Supreme Castle, it was decided to appoint John B. Powell, 
of Milwaukee, Wis., as an Organizer, and commission him Deputy 
Supreme Chief at Large, and assign him to the States of Wisconsin 
and Illinois. Brother Powell agreeing to work for two months for 
his expenses, after which a salary was paid him. The experiment 
did not prove as suecessful as we had hoped it would. It has been 
the means, however, of placing the Order more prominenly before 
these people, and I feel sure, had it not been for the very serious 
depression in business, much more work would have been accom- 
plished. We should not be discouraged, for we have in these States 
a field that must be worked, and good results will follow. The seed 
has been sown, and it is sure to bring fruit, and I trust that my suc-- 
cessor may find a large ingathering during the coming term, and’ 
I shall be glad to render him any assistance I can in the work.

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NEW OFFICE. ' 

In conformity with the action of the Supreme Castle, we have 
rented the room in the Golden Eayle Hall, 814 and 816 North Broad 
Street, Philadelphia. Brothers McCarthy, Culbertson and Brown were 
appointed a committee to procure suitable furniture for the same, 
which they did, and I think those who have visited the office will 
agree with me when I say that we now have an office equal to any 
of the kind in the country; the bill of expense will be found in the 
report of the Finance Committee. 

Massachusetts has presented the Supreme Castle with a life-sized 
portrait, enclosed in a very handsome frame, of Past Supreme Chief 
George Otis Wiley, deceased, and it is one of the adornments of the 
office. These brethren are deserving of great praise, and the 
thanks of this Supreme Castle for this beautiful token of their 
love for the Order in general, and in placing in so prominent a place ~ 
one of their noble sons, who, in life, was devoted to our brother- 
hood, and who had won for himself a place in the hearts of so many 
of the brethren, and who, though dead, yet speaketh to us. Will 
other jurisdictions follow the example of our Massachusetts breth- 
ren ? There are deceased members of this Supreme Castle who live 
in our hearts; let us honor their memory by placing their portraits 
on the walls of our Supreme Castle office.

DECISIONS. 

No 1. Supreme Medical Examiner: 

Can a Castle whose By-laws limit the age of admission to 45 years 
refuse the application and also refuse to initiate a candidate who 
wishes to join the Death Benefit Fund, if the applicant is between 
45 and 50 years of age? 

Answer. Yes; the Castles have a right to fix the maximum age; 
the Supreme Castle fixes the minimum. 


No. 2. Must Castles whose By-laws limit the age of admission 
to 45 years, change their Laws so as to conform to the Laws of the 
Death Benefit Fund, in order to give applicants the benefit of join- 
ing the Fund? 

Answer. No. 


No. 2%. Jenkin Hill, Grand Chief of Pennsylvania: 

Can the officers of a Castle use the robes as designated by Su- 
preme Castle on the occasion of public installations? 

Answer. Yes. 

No. 3. H. H. Siegel, Deputy Supreme Chief, Wisconsin: 

Has any brother the right to give the password to a Sir Knight 
-of his own Castle, if he knows him to be in good standing? 

Answer. The Past Chief only gives the password in the Castle. 
The Noble Chief may give it during the interim of the session if he 
chas positive knowledge that the brother is in good standing. 
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No. 4. Grand Templar of Pennsylvania: 

Can I confer the Past Templar’s degree on a Past Templar from: 
Delaware? 

Answer. Yes, if she has a certificate, and is in good standing in 
her Temple. 


No. 5. Monarch Temple, No. 2, Washington, D. C.: 

Is it necessary to insert the name of hall when asking for a dis-— 
pensation to change place of meeting? 

Answer. Name of hall and location should be inserted in request 
for dispensation. 


No. 6. T. F. Quackenbush, Pride of Brooklyn ‘temple, No. 3: 

Can a Temple be started by card members from another Temple? 

Answer. Yes; members of a Temple may withdraw to assist in 
the formation of a new Temple, if they desire. 


No. 7. Mrs. Kitsey Bradley, Grand Templar of Ohio: 

A Temple has but one Past Templar at time of election. They 
forgot to elect a Representative to Grand Temple. When they learn 
of their omission they have 15 Past Templars. Is any one of them 
eligible, or must they elect the one who was eligible at the proper 
time for the election? 

Answer. Any Past Templar in good standing at time of election. 
is eligible. 

No. 8 Question No. 2. 

Mrs. V. was elected Representative to Grand Temple. After her 
election it was found she was not square on the books, but did not 
know it at the time, and was not notified. i. 


Answer. An officer elected and found to be in arreers, must pay 
up before being installed. 


No. 9. Harry Whiteman, Grand Chief of Delaware. 

Since all the business of the Castles is transacted in the Third 
Degree, do you deem it necessary to open and close in the different 
degrees when the Grand Instructor is exemplifying the unwritten. 
work. 

answer. No. 

No. 10. Grand Chief McAllister, of Delaware. 

Can Temples hold Publie Installations? 

Answer. Yes, if the work be memorized, and no rituals are used. 

No. 11. Mrs. Jno. Palmer, Wilmington, Del.: 


Can we have public opening and closing at public installations? 
Answer. I can see no objection to opening and ciosing of Temples 
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‘in regular form, provided that no rituals are used, or any part of 
-the unwritten work divulged. Passwords need not be taken or 
signs given. 


No. 12. Mrs. Jno. Palmer, Delaware: 
An appeal from your Temple should be sent to the Appeal Com- 


“mittee of the Supreme Castle. Grand Castles cannot act on appeals 
from Temples. 


No. 13. William Culbertson, S. M. of R.: 


The Grand Castle of Kansas, having but three (3) Castles and 109 
-members, is not entitled to representation in the Supreme Castle. 


No. 14. P. T. Geo. C. Walter, Pride of Brooklyn Temple, No. 3: 

Can a member who is suspended for non-payment of dues in a 
Temple immediately join another Temple without paying any of 
“the indebtedness or without taking a card? 

Answer. A member suspended for non-payment of dues can only 
regain membership in another Temple by getting a dismissal cer- 
‘tificate from the Temple where membership had been held. 


No. 15. Mrs Lottie Turner, Grand Templar of Pennsylvania. 

Is it legal for a Grand Templar to appoint a District Grand Tem- 
plar at Large? 

Answer. She has the right, if she so desires. 


No. 16. Corty Knight, Marion, Ind.: 

No. 1. Can a Grand Chief appoint a District Grand Templar when 
there is no Grand Temple? 

No. 2. Can a District Grand Templar act officially when she is in 
arrears for dues for more than six months? 

No. 3. Has a District Grand Chief power to install officers of a 
Temple where he is not a member of said Temple? 

Answer No. 1. In States where Grand Temples do uot exist the 
Grand Chief is authorized to appoint one or more Past Templars as 
District Grand Templars, for the purpose of installing the officers, 
conferring the Past Templars’ Degree, and granting dispensations. 

No. 2. No officer can act legally when in arrears for dues. 

No. 3. He has no authority in a Temple as a District Grand Chief. 


No. 17. Grand Chief of West Virginia: 


When is the report on a candidate for election received? When 
“it is placed on the desk of the Master of Reeerds, or when it is read 
“to the Castle? 

Answer. When it has been read to the Castle. 
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No. 18. Grand Chief of New Jersey: 

A brother having been expelled from the Order, makes an appeal 
to the Grand Castle. In what relation does he stand towards the 
Order; that is, is he still a member of the Order until his case is 
decided by the Grand Castle? 

Answer. The action of his Castle will stand until it is reversed 
by the Grand Castle. 

2d. Does his expulsion, and having appealed, sever his connection 
with the Death Benefit Fund? 

Answer. In the absence of any direct law on a ease of this kind, 
I would decide that he may retain his membership until the case 
is decided, provided he keeps his dues and assessments paid up. 

3d. Can a special session be called to act upon report of the Appeal 
Committee, or does ‘“‘succeeding’”’ mean the next annual session. 

Answer. I am unable to see any provision in your Constitution 
for a special session to hear the report, only by a call from ten (10) 
Past Chiefs, representing five (5) Castles.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


No. 1. That the dispensations under which Castles and Temples 
have been instituted during the year be approved, and that charters 
be granted in lieu of the same, to be signed by me. 
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No. 2. Our financial condition is such that very decided action 
must be taken in some way to replenish our treasury, and I would 
recommend: 

First. That our laws be so amended that our sessions be held bi- 
ennially. 

Second. That Grand Temples pay to the Supreme Castle a per 
capita tax. 

Third. That the prices of our supplies be carefully considered, with 
a view to increasing our revenue from their sale. 


No. 3. That the committee appointed by me to compile a digest 
of our laws be continued, owing to the fact that the work has not 
been accomplished, and it is very much needed. 


No. 4. That our laws be amended to fix the minimum fee at $5. 


No. 5. That the fee of $15 paid to organizers be confined to Castles 
instituted under the immediate control of the Supreme Castle. 


No. 6. That the “ Knights of the Golden Eagle” be continued as 
the official organ, and the usual appropriation be made towards its 
support. 


No. 7. That the Committee on Laws be instructed to clearly de- 
fine the duties of Grand Chiefs toward Temples where no Grand 
Temples exist, and report at this session, so that they may be 
printed in the journal of this session. 


No. 8. That Grand Chiefs be required vo fill all vacant numbers 
that may exist when instituting new Castles. 


No. 9. I was present at the Grand Castle of New Jersey, held at 
Atlantic City on September 9 and 10, at which session there was 
adopted rules and regulations for the establishment and manage- 
ment of a fund, to be called “ The New Jersey Mortuary Fund.” 
This action I consider is in violation of Article 14 of the Laws of the 
Death Benefit Fund, and would therefore recommend that the 
matter be referred to the Committee on Laws, to report at this ses- 
sion. 


MILITARY BRANCH. 


While there has been some new interest manifested in the Mili- 
tary Branch, it has not made the progress we had wished to see. 
We believe, however, there is a bright future before it. As per 
directions of this Supreme Castle at its last session, I appointed 
P. S. C. Jay D. Barnes, Lieutenant General H. P. Reinicke and P. G. 
C. Charles B. Wood a committee to prepare Ritual and Laws for the 
Degree of Chivalry. They will make their report, which, I trust, 
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will meet the approval of this body, and the Ritual and Laws be 
promulgated as soon as possible. For further details of Military 
Branch, see report of the Lieutenant General. 


LADIES OF THE GOLDEN EAGLE. 


This department of our work I feel sure has fully demonstrated 
the fact that it is a helpful auxiliary to the Order, and is doing a 
good work. We have but three Grand Temples—Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and New Jersey—each of which seems to be fully able to attend 
to the duties devolving upon it. I have attended their sessions 
and have been well pleased with the manner they conduct their 
business. I have no doubt but that three more Grand Temples will 
be instituted by my successor. 

Let us all lend them a helping hand to push onward their noble 
work of Faith, Hope and Charity. 


DEATH BENEFIT FUND. 


I would like to dwell at some length on this very impcrtant de- 
partment of our work, if I could in some way or by some word 
induce our people to give it the encouragement it deserves, and 
which it should have. It was created to benefit each one of our 
members, by giving an insurance at a minimum cost. If it has not 
done so it is because so many of our people stand aloof from it, und 
prefer to criticise rather than encourage. We feel sure that if our 
membership would join the Fund we could furnish as cheap and 
as prompt payment insurance as can be found. The Executive 
Board, in their report, make some recommendations and suggestions 
that I trust will meet your approval, and that we will start out this 
year with a determination to make this department of our work 
grow more rapidly than heretofore. 


IN CONCLUSION, 


I wish to thank all who have assisted me in my labors during the 
year. Wherever I have gone I have been received with true brother- 
ly courtesy, and I repeat now, what I said in the beginning, that I 
have made new acquaintances and friends that will long live in my 
memory. ‘To Brother Wm. Culbertson, Supreme Master of Records, 
I am under many obligations, for his courteous treatment and 
readiness to assist me in the work; our intercourse has been pleas- 
ant and agreeable. To Past Supreme Chiefs Timothy McCarthy, J. 
D. Barnes and Jacob H. Aull, Supreme Vice Chief Brown, and Dr. J. 
E. Whiteford, lam very thankful for their good counsel and advice; 
.and to many, whose names I cannot mention, for the courtesies 
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shown me. Brethren, I thank you all, and trust you may give to 
my worthy brother who succeeds me the same cordial support and’ 
kind attention, so that the coming year may be one of the most 
prosperous we have ever witnessed.

I exceedingly regret that the receipts have been so much less 
than the expenditures as to compel the sale of our investments, and 
sincerely hope that the wise legislation of the Supreme Castle at 
this session will enable us not only to meet all liabilities as they 
become due, but to provide sufficient revenue to enable us to enlarge 
our field of usefulness. . 

The receipts from Supreme Master of Records Culbertson, 
amounting to $10,303.94, together with the balance of $1,626.52 on 
hand at last annual report, aggregate a total of $11,930.46, and the 
expenditures to $10,791.30, leaving a balance in my hands of $1,139.16.

We respectfully offer the following suggestion and ask that it be 
proposed as an amendment to the Laws, to wit: 


Change the present rate of per capita tax as follows: 


To Grand Castles.—For the first two thousand members, at the 
rate of 10 cents per capita, and an additional ¥ cents per capita on 
eaco member over and above two thousand, payable annually. 


To Subordinate Castles, where no Grand Castle exists, at the rate 
ef 20 cents per annum, payable semi-annually. 


The transfer of the Supreme Castle office caused the expenditure 
ef $210 for seven months, as a balance of the unexpired rental, 
which, the Supreme Master of Records was compelled to pay. We 
recommend the amount be refunded to Brother Culbertson. 

We would call the attention of the Supreme Castle to the legis- 
lation at Washington, which directed the transfer of the Supreme 
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Castle headquarters to the K. G. E. Hall, at 814-816 North Broad 
Street, Philadelphia. This transfer necessitated the expenditure of 
$399 for carpets and furniture for the new office, and we now eo 
one of the handsomest headquarters of any Ooder. 

Bills for this amount were presented a approved by your Com- 
mittee. 


Your attention is called to the figures presented by the Supreme

of bonds, which would show an actual arrearage of $860.84, and an 
actual expenditure of $2,487.36 in excess of current receipts. i 

Added to this are the present liabilities of $1,055.25, making a 
total excess of $3,542.61. 

The above figures show the payment of the liability at the close of 
last year of $352.86, which, if deducted from the expenditure of the 
current year, will show the actual expenditure te be $2,124.50 more 
than was collected from all sources. 

This condition of affairs should warrant the unanimous sentiment 
of the Supreme Castle in favor of increased revenue.

(the yeas and nays are not used in Subordinate Castles). 2 A 
brother cannot change his vote from the negative to the affirmative 
after a decision has been rendered. 

No. 2. Vineland Castle, No. 46, of N. J., vs. Carlisle Castle. No. 110, 
of Pennsylvania. 

This case was referred to us, and as it had not been acted upon by 
the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania, we were of the opinion that we 
should pass on the written evidence as presented. 

After carefully going over the evidence and facts as presented, 
we hereby endorse and approve of the action of the Committee on 
Apppeals and Grievances of the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania.

Grand CastTLEs.—Constitutions—West Virginia, New Jersey, Indiana, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, Colorado, Maine. 

CastLEs.—By Laws—Nos.1 and 2, Texas; No. 4, Wisconsin; No. 6, Vir- 
ginia ; No. 2, Illinois. 

GRAND TEMPLES.—Constitutions—New Jersey, Ohio. 


TempLes—By Laws—Nos. 2, 3 and 5, Delaware; No. 1, Missouri ; Nos. 
4 and 5, West Virginia; No. 3, Maryland; No. 1, 2 and 3, New Hampshire; 
No. 3, Wisconsin; No. 2, Michigan; No.1, District of Columbia; No. 6, 
Massachusetts. 

In many instances, when the Constitution of a Grand Castle was sent for 
consideration, it was accompanied by the Constitution of Subordinate Castles. 

Your Committee could take no action on the latter, as each Grand Castle 
frames its own, provided the laws therein do not conflict with those of the 
Supreme Castle. 

Upon perusal, however, we found many cases of conflicting laws with the 
legislation and Constitution of the Supreme Castle; also, that many of the 
mandatory laws prescribed in Section 3, Article 7 Suprema Castle Constitution, 
were omitted. We would, therefore, 

Recommend, That the Committee on Law, for the ensuing year, be author- 
ized to examine the Constitutions of Subordinate Castles, as adopted by the 
respective Grand Castles; that they submit their findings to the Supreme 
Chief, who, upon approval therevf, shall notify the respective Grand Castles, 
requesting a compliance with the Jaws of the Supreme Castle.

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD OF THE DEATH 
BENEFIT FUND. 


READING, PA., October 13, 1896. 


To the Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Eagle : , 

Sir Kyicuts AnD BrotHEers:—The Executive Board of the Death 
Benefit Fund respectfully submit the following as their annual 
report: 


In the case of Sir Knight William P. Morris, of Liberty Castle, 
No. 39, of Pennsylvania, the particulars of which were fully re- 
ported in our report of last year, through the efforts of our at- 
torney the matter was brought to the attention of Court of Com- 
mon Pleas No. 1, and the case decided in favor of Liberty Castle by 
Judge Biddle, as follows: 


“To this bill the respondents, Henry Morris, Virginia Morris and 
John C. Ludlam, Jr., make answer admitting all the facts alleged 
in the bill to be true. They, however, contend that the certificate 
issued in this case is not in conformity with the by-laws of the 
Company issuing it, and, therefore, the amount therein stated is 
payable to them as heirs-at-law. This question they claim to be 
entitled to have passed upon by this Court, and ask in one of their 
points to have the question determined in this proceeding. 

“Before going into an elaborate discussion of these by-laws the 
question arises, What standing have the respondents here to be 
heard upon that subject? They are not members of either of these 
Orders, neither are they creditors of either of them. The Liberty 
Castle hold an instrument under seal made in their favor for a val- 
uable consideration, which the party who made it is desirous of 
paying. Whether it is in conformity with their by-laws is a matter 
for them to decide, and is a matter in which the heirs-at-law seem to 
have no right to interfere; but even if we consider the by-laws, 
Section 4 prescribes that the death benefit certificate shall be is- 
sued for the benefit of such person or persons as may be named 
therein, and no person shall receive any venefit until they be so 
named. This certificate in this case was given to William P. Morris 
in his lifetime for a valuable consideration, on October 29th, 1891, 
and held by him until the time of his death, on December 11th, 1893. 
It is abundantly clear, therefore, in this case, that to give it to any- 
one else would be directly against his wishes. In the case of Fol- 
mer’s Appeal, 87 Pa. 133, the Constitution of the Penn Mutual Life 
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Insurance Company prescribed that the assessment ‘shall be paid 
to his legal representatives or to such person or persons as he may 
have designated or appointed in writing, provided always that where 
such member shall nave a widow and children he shall have no 
power to deprive her or them of the benefits specified in this article, 
by will or otherwise, but the same shall be paid to her absolutely.’ 
The application for the award was made in the name of a niece, 
with whose family he was living, but at the time of his death he 
had a married daughter living apart and independent of him. The 
Court below awarded this fund to the daughter, but the Supreme 
Court reversed Mr. Justice Woodward saying, ‘to secure such pro- 
vision to an indentified beneficiary was the very purpose of this 
contract, and the purpose was expressed with absolute directness. 
The association accepted the proposition made to them, and bound 
themselves to pay the fund due at his death, not to the legal repre- 


_sentatives of the applicant, nor to his daughter, bet for the use of 


the person whom he had designated or appointed in writing.’ The 
money was, therefore, re-awarded to the niece in accordance with 
the contract with the association. We think this decision clearly 
rules this case, and the certificate is properly payable to the persons 
in whose favor it is drawn, and into whose possession it should be 
delivered.” 


In the case of John Mount, also fully reported in our last report, 
in accordance with the resolution, the money reverted to the Fund. 


We append, for the information of our members, an Act of As- 
sembly of Pennsylvania, approved April 6th, 1893, and call their at- 
tention to the importance of having their certificates renewed when 


- made necessary by the death of the beneficiary or beneficiaries: 


ACT OF ASSEMBLY, APPROVED APRIL 6, 1893. 


Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., that it shall be lawful for any cor- 
poration, society or voluntary association now or hereafter formed 
or organized and carried on for the sole benefit of its members 
and their beneficiaries, and not for profit, to have and 
ereate subordinate lodges with ritualistic form of work and a 
representative form of government and to issue certificates of mem- 
bership, make provisions for the payment of benefits in case of 
sickness, disability or death.of its members, subject to their com- 
pliance with its constitution and laws in which the fund from which 
the payment of such benefits shall be made, and the expenses of 
such association shall be defrayed and shall be derived from assess- 
ments or dues collected from its members, and in which the pay-

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ment of death benefits shall be to families, neirs, blood relatives, — 
affianced husband or affianced wife of or to persons dependent —) 
the member. 


In accordance with the legislation of the Supreme Castle at the 
last session, the claim of James B. Kelly was settled by his accept- 
ance of $100. 


These cases having been settled there are no disputed claims. exist- 
ing. 

The total amount paid out to the beneficiaries of deceased mem-_ 
bers amount to $217,000. 


While the membership of the Fund has not increased, we find 
much to encourage us. Class B, which pays $500 at death, is now 
beginning to be understood and appreciated by the members of the 
Order, and we think it will be the means of adding largely to our \ 
membership. 


We have received many letters from members of the Order advo- 
cating a stated monthly assessment, also a $250 class, and we have 
given much thought and time to the matter. After examining the 
various tables and plans of organizations similar te our own, we 
have concluded that the pian of classified assessments, similar to 
that adopted by the A. O. U. W., is the most equitable of any. 

The members are placed in groups, according to the ages they 
have attained, and a rate of assessment is called, which, upon a 
careful and exact mathematical examination by one of the most 
expert actuaries in the United States, is determined te be the 
natural premium cost of such groups. Each group passes from a 
lower to a higher rate of assessment in steps of five years each, 
until 50 years is reached, after which there is no further advance. 
The table showing the cost for the different ages for $1,000, $500 and 
$250 will be found in the amendments offered to the veath Benefit 
Laws. 


Owing to the number of deaths, and the desire uf the Executive 
Board to prevent the assessments becoming a burden upon the 
members, they deemed it advisable to borrow the additioral sum of 
$3,000 from the Reserve Fund for the purpose of paying death 
claims, and we would recommend that the action of the Board be 
approved. This $3,000, in addition to the $2,000 loaned the Bene- 
ficiary Fund September 15, 1895, makes the indebtedness of the 
latter to the Reserve Fund amount to $5,000, which we respectfully 
ask authority to cancel. 

It was also the intention of the Board to dispose of the invest- 
ment belonging to the Reserve Fund in the Pennsylvania and North- 
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western Equipment Fund (amounting to $3,000) for the purpose of 
paying three additional claims, but owing to the fact that the loan 
will mature shortly, the bonds could not be disposed of except at a 
discount. These bonds will mature March ist, 1897, when it is the 
intention of the Board to use the proceeds in payment of such 
claims. The approval of the Supreme Castle of this proposed action 
is earnestly desired. 


Under date of September 10th, 1896, the Supreme Chief informed 
the Executive Board that at session of the Grand Castle of 
New Jersey, held September 8th and 9th, a Benefit Fund to be paid 
at death was inaugurated, and named the “ New Jersey Mortuary 
Fund.” As this matter will be referred to by the Supreme Chief in 
his report, we consider that all that is necessary for us te do, is to 
eall the attention of the Supreme Castle to Article XIV., Laws for 
the Government of the Death Benefit Fund.

ARTICLE V. 


DUTIES OF CASTLES. 

Section 1. All applications for membership in the Death Benefit 
Fund shall be made through the Castle to which the applicant be- 
longs, and the Master of Records of such Castle must thereupon 
certify to such applicant’s standing, and forward the same to the 
Supreme Master of Records, under seal of the Castle. 

The applicant must sign his Christian name in full to the appli- 
cation. 

Section 2. Castles shall collect from their members who are also 
members of the Death Benefit Fund, all assessments when called, 
and dues as they become due, and forward the same to the Supreme 
Master of Records, not later than the fifth day of each month, who 
shall give his receipt therefor. Should the Master of Records fail 
to forward the assessments in the time prescribed, the Supreme 
Master of Records shall notify each and every member of the Castle 
who is a member of the Fund of that fact, and they shall have 
fifteen days in which to forward the amount due, or forward their 
receipt showing the same had been paid. 

Section 3. No change. 

Section 4. Strike out the word “ fifty” on second line, page 8, and 
insert “ twenty-five,” and change the word “ annually” to “ semi- 
annually;” strike out “September” and insert “the months of 
May and November.” 

ARTICLE VI. 

Section 1. Add after the words “Class B,” in third line, “nor 

two hundred and fifty dollars in Class C.” 
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Section 2. Strike out, after the word “cause,” in sixth line, up 
to and including the word “ claim,” and insert the words “the same 
to be paid.”

Add new Section: 

Section 6. Any applicant who has been examined, and whose 
examination papers have not been forwarded to the Supreme Medi- 
cal Examiner within 60 days after such examination, must be re- 
examined before being admitted to membership in the Fund.

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REPORT OF THE LIEUTENANT GENERAL OF THE 
MILITARY BRANCH. 


READING, PA., October 13th, 1895. 


To the Supreme Chief, Officers and Members of the 
Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Eagle. 

Sir Knicuts AND BrotuEers:—I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing as my first report, showing my work of the year just past 
and the present condition of the Military Branch. 

When assuming command I found it less prosperous than could 
be uesired, but the present financial condition of our country is the 
cause of this. With industrial prosperity, our Military Branch will 
boom again. I have found many willing to help me in this great 
undertaking. 

My efforts this year have to some extent been handieapped by 
the desire to know what the Committee on Revision of the Laws 
and Degree of Chivalry would decide to recommend. ~ 

I nave made a new Regimental formation of the Commanderies 
in New Jersey and Pennsylvania, so as to bring them closer to- 
geuser, 

The revenue derived from the Military Branch tn‘s year makes 
a.very poor showing, very few commissions have been issued and 
few supplies sold. The commissions nearly all expire with this year, 
so we can look for a large increase in the receipts. 


GENERAL AND-SPECIAL ORDERS.

Attention is called to the following extracts from the Laws goy- 
erning the Military Branch: 


Article I., Section 1. “The Supreme Castle possesses the ex- 
clusive power to authorize the formation of Commanderies * * * 
to organize Commanderies and to enact laws and regulations to

Article I., Section 3. “The formation of military or uniformed 
bodies of Knights of the Golden Eagle under any other name or

1. ‘ That no member of the Order be permitted to wear the Badge 
of the Military Branch, or the baldric or shoulder straps of commis- 
sioned officers of the Military Branch, unless he be entitled tc wear 
the same by virtue of holding a commission in this Branch of the 
Order.”

2. “Any officer desiring to be placed on the ‘ Roll of Honor’ shall 
make application in writing, giving name of Commandery of which 
he is a member, and stating nature and length of service upon 
which the claim is based. The application must be endorsed by 
the Commanding Officer of the Commandery, and forwarded to the 
Adjutant General, to be placed on file. If the claim is found to be 
correct the Adjutant General shall enroll the name upon the ‘ Roll 
of Honor’ and notity the applicant of such action. All such en- 
rollments to be announced in next General Orders.” (Journal of 
Proceedings of Supreme Castle, 1895.)

To the Officers and Members of the Military Branch: 

Smr KNIGHTS AND BRoTHERS:—As the date for the annual session 
of the Supreme Castle is drawing near, I desire to urge upon each 
of you the necessity for immediate action. Our displays in Penn- 
sylvania have always been admired and favorably commented upon; 
let us tais year outdo all our former efforts. 

The members of the Supreme Castle, in selecting Reading for 
their meeting, recognized the fact that the city is one of the 
greatest parading centres in Pennsylvania. Other Orders have re- 
cently made fine displays there, and the citizens will expect still 
more from us. We must see that they are not uisappcinted, and at 
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the same time add new laurels to our well-deserved reputation as 
a parading organization. I therefore trust that the Military Branch 
will be present with full ranks, especially as matters vital to our 
interest will be considered during the session. 

The Executive Committee have been untiring in their efforts, and 
they have been ably supported by the ‘‘ Ladies of the Golden Eagle,” 
who, with six large floats, will add materially to the beauty and 
effectiveness of the display. 

A fare of one and one-third (on the certificate plan) has been 
granted by the railroad companies, under the following conditions: 


REDUCTION IN FARE ON THE CERTIFICATE PLAN. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO PERSONS ATTENDING THE MEETING. 


1. The reduction is to persons going to the meetirg from New 
England Passenger Association territory; i. e., from points named 
herein. ; 


2. The reduction is fare and a third, on Association’s certificates, 
conditional on there being an attendance at the meeting of not less 
than 100 persons who have travelled thereto on some legitimate 
form of railroad transportation. 


3. The reduction applies to persons starting from points named 
on the back hereof in New England Passenger Association territory 
by any of the lines named below. Each person availing of it will 
pay full first-class fare going to the meeting and get a certificate 
filled in on one side by the agent of whom the ticket is purchased. 
Agents at important stations and coupon ticket offices are supplied 
with certificates. 


4. Certificates are not kept at all stations. If, howewer, the ticket 
agent at a local station is not supplied with certificates and through 
tickets to place of meeting, he can inform the delegate of the near- 
est important station where they can be obtained. In such a case 
the delegate should purchase a local ticket to such station and there 
take up his certificate and through ticket to place of meeting. 


5. Going tickets, in connection with which certificates are issued 
for return, may be sold only within three days (Sunday excepted) 
prior to and during the continuance of the meeting, except that, 
when meetings are held at distant points to which the authorized 
limit is greater than three days, tickets may be sold before the 
meeting in accordance with the limits shown in regular tariffs. 


6. Deposit the certificate with the secretary or other proper officer 
of the organization at the meeting, for necessary endorsement and 
vise of special agent. 
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7. Certificates are not transferable, and return tickets secured 
upon certificates are not transferable. VL 


8. On presentation of the certificate, duly filled in on both sides, 
within three days (Sunday excepted) after the adjournment of the 
meeting, the ticket agent at the place of meeting will : 
holder to starting-point, by the route over which the going journey 
was made, at one-third the highest limited fare by same route, the 
minimum rate for return tickets being fifty cents. The return tick- 
ets will in all cases be closely limited to continuous pes — 
tination.

9. No refund of fare will be made on account of any person fail- 
ing to obtain a certificate.

with the consent of the Supreme Chief, and the officers were per- 
mitted to hold over until further orders. 

As soon as the returns from the circular dated February 24th, 
1896, were received, the Committee decided to recommend the reten- 
tion of the Regimental formation, and I therefore immediately is- 
sued General Order, .No. 3.

Str Kyicut AnD BrorHEer:—Your special attention and prompt 
response to this circular request is desired, inasmuch as the replies 
received will have a most important effect upon the future of the 
Military Branch. The changes proposed are of vital importance, 
and, if adopted, the Military Branch will, we are confident, enter 
upon such a career of usefulness as will eclipse the glorious suc- 
cesses of the past. We trust, therefore, that you will, at the very 
earliest available moment, have this circular read to your Company 
in open meeting, and advise me as to their views thereon. 

At the last session of the Supreme Castle, a Committee consisting 
of J. D. Barnes, Inspector General; Harry P. Reiniecke, Lieutenant 
General, and C. B. Wood, Assistant Adjutant ( cneral, was appointed 
“to revise the Laws of the Military Branch, in which shall be em- 
bodied the necessary laws for the proper working of a Chivalric 
Degree.” This Committee has agreed upon the following changes, 
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and has deemed it advisable to ascertain the sense of the various 
Commanderies and Companies regarding them before concluding 
their work. The desire of the. Committee is to submit to the Su- 
preme Castle such laws and recommendations as will meet with the 
hearty approval of our members and result in increased interest 
and activity in the Military Branch. 

In this connection, among others, the following have been named 
as causes which prevent the complete sucess desired: 


First. The Military Branch is overburdened with ofticers, whose 
number, in many instances, almost equal their subordinates. 


Second. There is too much “red tape” in the conduct of its busi- 
ness. 


Third. There is an absence of genuine interest, because of the 
want of attraction aside from drills and parades. 


Fourth. That just when a Commandery has its full complement 
of fifty uniformed members the interest seems to decline rather 
than increase. 


Fifth. That Battalions, Regiments, Brigades and Divisions are 
useless, and therefore unnecessary. 


To overcome these and other objections, the Committee proposes: 


A. That the Degree of Chivalry for the Military Branch shall 
constitute the Civil Commandery. 


B. That initiation in the Degree of Chivalry shall be essential to 
membership in the Military Branch. 


C. That the clerical and relief business shall be conducted by 
the Civil Department. 


D. That the Military Department shall attend to drills, parades, 
ete. 


E. That the membership of Commanderies be unlimited, and 
that as many of the members as possible become fully equipped 
for the Military Department; but to become a member of a Com- 
manderyit shall not be deemed necessary to be active in the Military 
Department. It is hoped and expected that a greater number of 


Sir Knights will thus be induced to connect themselves with the 


Commanderies and interest themselves in the military feature of 
our Order. 


F. Meetings of Commanderies to be held semi-monthly or month- 
ly, at the option of each Commandery. 


e 
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G. That the officers of the Civil Department (to be elected an- 
nually) be not necessarily officers of the Military Department. 

H. Battalions, Regiments, Brigades and Divisions to be abolished. 

I. Grand Commanderies to be instituted in jurisdictions where 
five or more Commanderies exist, and that Commanderies, being 
self-sustaining, bear the same relative position to the Grand Com- 
mandery as Castles do to Grand Castles. The session of the Grand 
Commandery to be held at the same time and place as the Grand 
Castle. 

K. All commissioned officers and all retired officers in good 
standing to become members of Grand Commanderies. 

L. That the Degree of Chivalry be as inexpensive as possible in 
regard to paraphernalia, but be made as attractive as possible other- 
wise. 

M. That Commanderies be made beneficial (sick and death bene- 
fits) at the option of each Commandery. 


The Military Branch will remain under the control of the Su- 
preme Castle, as the supreme head of the Order, with the Supreme 
Chief and Lieutenant General bearing the same relations thereto 
as at present. 

Many other improvements, no doubt, will. be sucEEntes in the 
replies from the Commanderies. 

It is believed by the Committee that these salient fonts will 
prove effective in strengthening the Military Branch and the Order 
generally, and will be the means of inducing many Sir Knights to 
join Commanderies for the purpose of increasing their insurance 
investments in the Knights of the Golden Eagle, and thus avoid 
the necessity of connecting themselves with several organizations. 

If your Commandery or Company approves of these proposed 
changes in the Laws governing the Military Branch, urge upon its 
members the beginning of an early crusade in the various Castles, 
so that when the proper time comes we may be prepared to insti- 
tute the various Commanderies with a largely increased member- 
- ship. The said institution ceremonies will not affect the present 
warrant, name or number of any existing Commandery, as the cere- 
mony is merely to illustrate the new ritual. 

Bring out all points referred to, and kindly communicate to me, 
on the enclosed addressed postal card, the result of the meeting, as 
promptly as possible.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR GENERAL. 
READING, October 13, 1896. 


Harry P. Reinicke, Lieutenant General. 

Sir KnicHT AND BRoTHER:—Herewith find an apology for a re- 
port, its condition being due to neglect of the Assistant Inspector 
Generals to comply with Section 5, Article VI., of the Military 
Branch Laws, to inspect and send a report by February 1. 

The law is very plain. It says: “Assistant Inspector Generals shall 
make a thorough inspection of the Brigades to which they are at- 
tached, every year, and shall make a written report to his command- 
ing officer of the number reporting for duty, condition, discipline 
and efficiency of the different Commanderies of his Brigade, and 
shall furnish a copy of said report to the Inspector General on the 
first day of February of each year, or within ten days thereafter; 
and shall make such other reports relative to the condition and 
efficiency of his departments as may be ordered from time to time 
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by the Inspector General. He shall be held responsible for the 
proper equipment, uniform and tactical instruction of the Com- 
manderies within his jurisdiction.” 


Thus two reports are to be made. If we do not receive one, it is

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but natural to infer that an inspection has not been held; yet we — 


If the same has occurred, 
the Commanding Officer would surely receive one, but if we do not 
receive a copy, the failure is equally the fault of the Commanding 
Officer as well as the Assistant Inspector General, as the former 
should know that the latter has performed his duty. 

It is time that more discipline should exist in the entire Military 
Branch and among all of its officials. Some few .re deserving of 
compliment, but the easy style of others retard the growth and 
popularity of the Military Branch. It is not necessary te be arbi- 
trary or dictatorial, but with firm persuasion much can be accom- 
plished.

The Committee on the Degree of Chivalry, submitted the 


following report, viz.: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON DEGREE ‘OF CHIVALRY. 
READING PA., Oct. 13, 1896. 


To the Supreme Chief, Officers and Members of the 
Supreme Custle, Knights of the Golden Eagle: 

Sir Knicuts AnD BroTHEeRs:—At the last annual session of the 
Supreme Castle, Past Grand Chief Louis E. Stilz (Lieutenant Gen- 
eral) submitted the following resolution (page 202 of proceedings), 
which was adopted. f 

“That a Committee of three, one of whom shall be the Lieutenant 
General, be appointed to revise the Laws of the Military Branch, in 
which shall also be embodied the necessary laws for the proper work- 
ing of a Chivalric Degree, and that this Committee shall consist of 
the same members as the Committee on Ritual.” 

Supreme Chief A. C. Lyttle, appointed the following as the Com- 
mittee :—Past Supreme Chief J. D. Barnes (Inspector General), 
Past Grand Chief Harry P. Reinicke (Lieutenant General), and Past 
Grand Chief C. B. Wood (Assistant Adjutant General). | 

We herewith submit our report. 

Under date of February 24, the ideas of the Committee were em- 
bodied in a circular, which was issued by Lieutenant General Harry 
P. Reinicke. 

In connection, therewith, to bring the matter to the proper atten- 
tion of the entire Military Branch, we said : 
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Your special attention and prompt response to this circular re- 
quest is desired, inasmuch as the replies received will have a most. 
importanteffect uponthefutureof the Military Branch. Thechanges 
proposed are of vital importance, and if adopted, the Military Branch 
will, we are confident, enter upon such a career of usefulness as will 
eclipse the glorious successes of the past. We trust, therefore, that 
you will, at the very earliest available moment, have this circular 
read to your Company in open meeting, and advise me as to their 
views thereon. 

This Committee has agreed upon the following changes, and has 
deemed it advisable to ascertain the sense of the various Comman- 
deries and Companies regarding them before concluding their work. 
Th desire of the Committee is to submit to the Supreme Castle such 
laws and recommendations as will meet with the hearty approval of 
our members and result in increased interest and activity in the 
Miltary Branch. 

In this connection, among others, the following have beennamedas: 
causes which prevent the complete success desired : 

First. The Military Branch is overburdened with officers, whose: 
number, in many instances, almost equa! their subordinates. 

Second. There is too much “red tape” in the conduct of its. 
business. 

Third. There is an absence of genuine interest, because of the 
want of attracton aside from drills and parades. 

Fourth. That just when a Commandery has its full complement 
of fifty uniformed members the interest seems to decline rather 
than increase. 

Fifth. That Battalions, Regiments, Brigades and Divisions are 
useless and therefore unnecessary. 

(Then followed the question, noted hereafter). 

The Military Branch will remain under thecontrol of the Supreme 
Castle, as the Supreme head of the Order, with the Supreme Chief 
and lieutenant General bearing the same rlations thereto as at 
present. 

Many other improvements, no doubt, will be suggested in the re- 
plies from the Commanderies. 

It is believed by the Committee that these salient features will 
prove effective in strengthening the Military Branch and the Order 
generally, and will be the means of inducing many Sir Knights to 
join Commanderies for the purpose of increasing their insurance 
investments in the Knights of the Golden Eagle, and thus avoiding 

_ the necessity of connecting themselves with several organizations. 
If your Commandery or Company approves of these proposed 
J changes in the Laws governing the Military Branch, urge upon its 
members the beginning of an early crusade in the various Castles so 
that when the proper time comes we may be prepared to institute 
the various Commanderies with a largely increased membership. 
The said institution ceremonies will not affect the present warrant, 
mame or number of any existing Commandery, as the ceremony is 
| merely to illustrate the new ritual. 
| Bring out all points referred to, and kindly communicate to me 
on the enclosed addressed postal card the result of the meeting, as. 
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In addition, the following questions were propounded. The affir- 
mative and negative replies of the Commanderies are given : 


To overcome these and other objections, the Committee proposes : 

A. That the Degree of Chivalry for the Military Branch shall 
constitute the Civil Commandery. Yes, 41. No, 7. 

B. That initiation in the Degree of Chivalry shall be essential to 
membership in the Military Branch. Yes, 42. No, 6. 

C. That the clerical and relief business shall be condueted by the 
Civil Department. Yes, 39. No, 9. 

D. That the Military Department shall attend to Drills, Parades, 
ete. Yes, 43. No, 5. 

E. That the membership of Commanderies be unlimited, and that 
as many of the members as possible become fully equipped for the 
Military Department ; but to become a member of a Commandery it 
shall not be deemed necessary to be active in the Military De 
ment. It is hoped and expected that a greaternumberof Sir Knights 
will thus be induced to connect themselves with the Commanderies 
and interest themselves in the military feature of our Order. Yes, 
41. No; 7, 

F. Meetings of Commanderies to be held semi-monthly or month- 
ly, at the option of each Commandery. Yes, 41. No, 7. 

G. That the officers of the Civil Department (to be elected an- 
nually) be not necessarily officers of the Military Department. Yes, 
36. No, 12. 

H. Battalions, Regiments, Brigades and Divisions to be abolished. 
Yes, 32. No, 16. 

I. Grand Commanderies to be instituted in jurisdictions where 
five or more Commanderies exist, and that Commanderies, being 
self-sustaining, bear the same relative position to the Grand Com- 
mandery as Castles do to Grand Castles. The session of the Grand 
Commandery to be held at the same time and place as the Grand 
Castle. Yes, 39. No, 9. 

K. All commissioned officers and all retired officers in 
standing to become members of Grand Commanderies. Yes, 41. No, 
7. 

L. That the Degree of Chivalry be as inexpensive as possible in 
regard to paraphernalia, but be made as attractive as possible other- 
wise. Yes, 43. No, 5. 

' M. That Commanderies be made beneficial (sick and death bene- 
fits) at the option of each Commandery. Yes, 42. No, 6. 


The said Circular was mailed to every Commandery, as well as 
the Commanding officer. 

As will be noted many failed to reply. 

The Committee having the expressed desire of a majority of the 
Commanderies, compiled a set of laws governing the Degree of Chiy- 
alry, for the Supreme Castle, Grand Commanderies and Subordinate 
Commanderies. This compilation was done by Past Grand Chief C. 
B. Wood, after some consultation with the balance of the Cam- 
mittee. 

The laws as noted, are submitted for your consideration. 
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It will be noted, however, that while Divisions and Brigades have 
been abolished (Grand Commanderies being in lieu thereof), that 
Regiments and Battalions have been retained, it being the in- 
tent that the Colonels and Majors are also in the nature as 
Castle District Grand Chiefs and Grand Instructors. 

As to the ritualistic work, two Degrees were submitted but not 
approved. 

We therefore requested Past Grand Chief C. B. Wood to write and 
submit: a Ritual, to which he consented. 

We are pleased to report that his work exceeded our expectations 
and met with our approval. 

He has written a Degree, which in elegance of diction and at- 
tractiveness, as well as the exceedingly small expense to produce it, 
surpasses any thing introduced into Eagledom. 

The Degree will be exemplified in the presence of the members of 
the Supreme Castle on Wednesday evening, Oct. 14, and we have no 
doubt but that they will confirm our report, recognizing that Bro. 
Wood has accomplished a task which entailed considerable study and 
labor. 

He has given us a Degree which meets the requirements of the 
Military Branch, in Ritual and economy. 

Very little paraphernalia is required, yet provision is made to en- 
able Commanderies to beautify the work. 

The costumes suggested and to be worn by the team, are described 
fully in the instructions preceding the degree. 

They were designed by the firm of Sir Knights Louis E. Stilz & 
Bro., to whom we are under obligations, not only for the work, but 
also for their kindness in making the costumes for the exemplifica- 
tion. 

The Committee is also indebted to Major John C, Wright, of the 
First Battalion, First Regiment, Military Branch of Pa., for sug- 
gestions and assistance in arranging and describing the floor move- 
ments of the various formations, designated by the author, also for 
the efficient manner in which, as drill master, he has perfected the 
work of the Team. 

We are also under deep obligations to the Team, which has so will- 
ingly and effectively rehearsed the work. They are members of Co. 
B, West Philadelphia Commandery, No. 8, ot Philadelphia.

person or persons shall receive any benefits unless they be so named. 
When children are named, if less than all are selected, the name 
or names must be given. When minor children are made benefi- 
ciaries, a trustee must be named. When the member has no living 
relative, a friend may be named; but in no case shall a member be 
permitted to name any creditor as his beneficiary. 
. When the beneficiary of a member is deceased, or if he shall have 
_ a legal divorce from his wife when she is the beneficiary, and the 
member is unable to procure his certificate for the purpose of nam- 
ing a new beneficiary, that upon due proof made by him that the 
beneficiary named in the certificate is deceased or legally divorced, 
and that the eertificate is out of his possession and cannot be ob- 
tained by him, upon his signing a new contract, naming new bene- 
ficiary or beneficiaries, of class or classes, in accordance with the 
law, a new certificate shall be issued.
